PoUI&Cil Proceeding*. 

The regular meeting of the City 
Council was held on Tuesday even 
ing. 

Mayor Julian returned \ne ordi- 
nance in regard to the annexation 
of Bellepoint without his signature. 
In giving as his reasons for failure 
to sign the ordinance he said that it 
was not passed in accordance with 
law and was therefore not valid. 
He also gave it as his opinion that 
it was bad policy to annex the 
town of Bellepoint at this time, as 
it would entail an additional ex 
pense upon the city. 

The veto was sustained by a 
vote of 7 to 2 — only nine council- 
men being present at that time 

The finance Committee report- 
ed that the Fort Hill property 
should not be taxed and report 
was adopted. 

The Charity Committe reported 
■nfavorably on two accounts 
amounting to about $70, present- 
ad for nursing Maggie Owsley, the 
women who was shot some months 
ago, and the report was adopted. 

Councilman Marshall presented 
an ordinance proposing to annex 
Bellepoint and describing the ter 
ritory. This ordinance cures the 
defect in the one on the same sub- 
ject vetoed by the Mayor. The 
vote being taken on its first pas- 
sage the vote stood 6 to 4 in favor 
of the ordinance. 

The ordinance empowering the 

Mayor to borrow $5,000, for the 
city's present uses, was given its 
second and final passage. 

The election ot a city physician 
to fill the vacancy occasioned by 
the resignation of Dr. Ah in Du- 
vall was then proceeded with. Dr. 
L. M. Scott, who had bern pre- 
viously selected by a caucus of the 
council, was the only name place ) 
in nomination. When Mr. Miles' 
name was called he said he was 
a friend of Dr. Scott's, but that 
the charter required all officer? 
of the city to have been bona; 
fide residents of the city for two 
years, and that he could not con 
scientiously vote for Dr. Scott, as! 
he had only been living here 
since June. The roll was then re- 
catted and Messrs. Crutcher. Mar I 
shall and Miles were excused from 
voting, but Dr Scott was elected 
by a vote of 7 to O. , 

On motion of Mr. Marshall a 
meeting of the council was 
called to meet Wednesday after- 
noon to vote on the revised Belle- 
point annextion ordinance. 

The question of returning the 
$7,500 bond to the Street Railway 
Co., given for the faithful opera- 
tion of its plant, was voted on and 
the bond ordered returned.
